Colebrook. N. II., Sept. l l —H arry 
K. Thaw was suddenly and secretly 
deported by Canada, dumped on United 
States soil w here th ere was none of 
his New York foes to pick him up and 
left to w ander around for three hours 
until he was arrested near here. 
He is being beld for the New York 
authorities, which m eans th a t as soon 
as those officials can arran g e it he will 
be on his way back to the M atteaw an 
asylum. 
Why the 
Canadians arranged for 
H a r ry ’s sudden and secret elimination 
J rom their midst without notifying the 
New 
York lawyers and sheriffs who 
wanted him is hardly a mystery. 
All 
they sought was to get him out of th e 
country. 
If he were pic ked up by his 
enemies, all right; if not all right, and 
he would be left to shift for himself. 
Hut it so happened that the dep o rta­ 
tion was watched by some new spaper 
men. They picked Thaw up and s t a r t ­ 
ed further into the United State s with 
him, apparently som e w hat aimlessly. 
They crossed th e top of Vermont and 
then descended southward into New 
Hampshire. 
The whole countryside had heard 
the news, and scores of parsons were 
on the watch. Sheriff Drew, of Coos 
county, picked 
them 
up 
at 
Little 
School House, near Colebrook. 
Leaving Norton's Mills, Vt., where 
he was dumped by the Canadians, he 
stopped tor a few minutes at Averill, 
Vt., and 
leaving there crossed th e 
Connecticut river at Stewartstown. No 
one attem pted to detain him. He was 
planning when arrested to strike the 
railroad aud buy a ticket to D etro it 
He tried vainly to get in touch with I 
his lawyers at Montreal. Failing in this, 
he resumed his blind journey until de- 
tained by the sheriff. 
T h a w ’s car was driving down tho 
road and had reached a little rural 
school house when the automobile con­ 
taining th e sheriff appeared in sight. 
Tho sheriff, recognizing Thaw, held up 
his hand for th e car to stop. T haw or­ 
dered th e chauffeur to bring the car 
to a standstill and then alighted and 
wont into th e sheriff’s car without a 
protest, although the officer 
had no 
warrant for lus arrest. Thaw and th e 
newspaper 
correspondents th en pro­ 
ceeded to Colebrook. 
Sheriff Drew announced 
th a t 
he 
would not take Thaw to th e county 
seat, l^ancaster, but would hold him in 
cu tody at a local botel until advised 
as to the wishes of the New York a u ­ 
thorities. 
CV J. Doherty, minister of justice, 
who is acting minister of th e Interior 
and thereby in charge of immigration, 
held that the action of th e board of 
inquiry in ordering Thaw s deportation 
was regular. 
Therefore, despite the 
restraining order issued by th e king’s 
bench at Montreal, he instructed th e 
immigration officers to deport th e pris­ 
oner. 
Armed with written orders to de 
port 
Thaw, 
issued by Doherty, E. 
Itlake 
Robertson, assista nt 
su perin ­ 
tendent of immigration, came unher­ 
alded to Coatieook. 
Accompanied by his 
su bordinates 
and 
the 
two 
policemen, Robertson 
went to Thaw 's q u arters in th e deten ­ 
tion pen. T hey found Thaw fed and 
dressed and about to start on w hat he 
called his day's work. Robertson, as 
spokesm an for the group, told T h aw 
that he had orders to deort him to 
Vermont. 
Thaw could not have been m ore su r­ 
prised lf he was told he was scot free. 
Before Thaw could reply, Robertson 
ordered bim to get ready at once for 
the trip, adidng that an automobile 
wa* waiting for the dash to th e bor­ 
der. 
'Thaw’s surprise changed to fury in 
a moment. Ile refused to go, and pick­ 
ing up a bottle, hurled it at Robertson. 
The missile went wide of its target, 
clashed through a window and broke 
on th* roadway outside. Robertson and 
bis men seized the prisoner and forci­ 
bly ejected him from the room. 
As Thaw was thus unceremoniously 
carried down the stairs to the autom o­ 
bile he kicked and fought his captors, 
.-dunning that he was being kidnapped. 
Robertson sought to quiet him with as 
Hurancea that the proceeding was en 
tirely regular and that his cries were 
futile. 
T h e two Dominion policemen 
aided actively in placing Thaw in the 
automobile. 
With the prisoner safe, 
the entire party, policemen and all, 
entered the car and were whirled away 
to the border.

Berman Military Dirigible Breaks 


Away From Soldiers. 


14 DROWNED 
IN 
ANOTHER 


Seven Victims of Tuesday’o Disaster 


Were Taken From Wreckage In the 


North Sea. 


Berlin, Sept. ll.—Two soldiers were 
killed and another dirigible Zeppelin 
balloen narrowly escaped destruction 
here when the great German military 
airship ZZ was wrenched from the 
hands of ISO men and carried aloft by 
a sodden gust of wind. The dirigible I? 
still in the air. 
Torpedo boat destroyers, with their 
searchlights, remained all night at the 
scene of Tuesday’s airship catasta? 
phe in which only seven of a crew ol 
twenty-one were saved, when the Zejr 
pelin airship DI was wrecked by a 
hurricane in the North sea off Iielgo 
land. 
One body was recovered Tuesday 
night and six m ore were found Wed 
nosday, including those 
of 
Captain 
Metring, chief of the naval airship 
service, and Captain Hanne, command 
er of the wrecked dirigible. 
The bodies of the seven others are 
probably in the cabin of the airship, 
which lies at the bottom of one of the 
deepest parts of the North sea 
The 
hurricane which destroyed the air-hip 
turned into a steady gale and It ha? 
been Impossible to locate the wreck. 
It became known that a hydroaero 
plane, accompanying the dirigible, alsc 
had a narrow escape from destruction 
The aviator, Lieptenant Lengfeid, saw 
the cyclone storm approaching and 
reached a haven of 
safety just in 
time. The Zeppelin tried to cirrle th* 
storm, but was drawn into it. The rod 
ders and prarinnes were useless, and 
the heavy rain and furious wind Jam 
ined tile helpless craft seaward. 
The brl was on a voyage from th* 
mainland to Helgoland, twenty-eight 
miles. This is the twelfth accident tc 
befall the Zeppelin airships and the 
first to be accompanied by loss of life 
The voyage was apparently without 
Incident until the disaster came, when 
tho Irl wa* struck by the hurricane 
eighteen 
miles north of Helgoland 
The great airship was hurled to the 
surface of the sea. where she was soon 
pounded to pieces by the wind and th* 
wave*. 
According to the incomplete reports 
tho big ship floated for about an horn 
and then buckled in the middle before 
she sank. 
The German high sea fleet Is now 
assembled at Helgoland for maneuvers 
and Immediately the news reached th? 
island torpedo boats and destroyer* 
steamed at full speed to the rescue 
They arrived in time to save seven ol 
the crew from the sea la the vicinity 
of the wreck. 
It Is understood that some officer* 
of high rank were aboard the T^-1, but 
the only names mentioned In the early 
reports 
are 
Lieutenant Hanne. th* 
commander, and Captain Von Metring 
The news was 
immediately tele 
phoned to the kaiser in Salzbruun. the 
tidings reaching him during a danes 
which was being held at the end ol 
the day’s maneuvers. 
The dance wa­ 
nt o n c e suspended. The kaiser brokt 
down in tears, and said he would an 
Bounce the news of the terrible disas 
ter to Count Zeppelin, who is now in 
Salthrunn 
The usually stolid count 
stated that the calamity struck despalt 
to hit heart, as the dirigible was the 
finest In the world.
